This invention relates to chairs, seats and 
tibe like and has for its main object to pro- 
vide an improved form of chau: or seat which 
is suitable for domestic or commercial use. 
or for use in cafes, restaurants, dubs and 
other places where the user the <^air or 
seat is likely to require table facilities. 

The iuventibn aocoidingjy consists in a 
chair or seat comprising a member which is 
pivotally moimted on tibe back of tixe chair 
and whidi is swingable about a substantially 
horizontal axis, so as to serve either as a 
back rest or as a table, means being j^ovided 
for supporting said member when it is swung 
into the table position. 

The invention also consists in a chair or 
seat comprising a table member which is 
pivotally mounted on the back of the chair 
so as to be swingable about a substantially 
horizontal axis, means beiug provided fcs: 
supporting the table member when in the 
horizontal position and for allowing title table 
member to be detached or to hang freely 
when it is not required for use. 

According to the preferred arrangement, 
the aforesaid member is pivoted to the upper 
part of the back frame of the seat or chair, 
said back frame being provided witiii a rear- 
wanily projecting jjart for supporting or 
retaining said member when it is swung into 
the table pK)sition, said member being 
adapted to hang freely from its pivotal sup- 
port against the back frame when swung 
into the position to form the backrest.

1 anrf 
seat frame 2 arc formed from oiie piece of . 
tubing, the centre part of which:- ii»- b^nt into . 55 
a U or V shaped, pan 2 to support the seat . 
3, the eiGi parts of . the arms being bent 
downwardly to form the front legs. Iv Alter- . . 
natively, this part of the structure may be . . ; > 
formed of two or: more pieces ' of tubing 60 
bolted or otherwise secured together; ..The.. 
back legs 4 and the back frame 5 are formed 
from two pieces of tubing each of wldch i^^ 
bent at the position where it crosses the seat * : . 
frame 2 thus forming two oppositely berit 65 
members, the lower parts of "which form . :: - 
the back legs and the upper parts of wbich 
form the back frame, the tWo legs 4 diverge 
ing from one another, from the seat frame 2 
to the ground level, and the two arms 5 70 
diverging from one another from- the seat !; 
frame 2 to the upper end of the back frame> , 
the two members being so arranged as to 
pass inside the seat frame 2 and to be .

The upper ends of the arms 5; forming . 
the back frame are held apart by a horizon- 
tal frame formed by a. U shaped, tubular ; 
member 6 the ends 7 of which are welded 80 
or otherwise secured to the upper ends 6f . • 
the arms 5 forming the back frame*: so that, 
this horizontal frame 6 projects .rearwardly. 
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from the back frame and forms a support 
for a table 8. This table takes the form of 
a flat rcctangxilar member one edge of which 
is pivotally secured at 9 to the upper ends 

5 of the back frame 5 so that it is free to 
swing about a horizontal axis and so that 
it can eith^ hang &eely from its pivots 9 
against the back frame 5 so as to form a 
backrest as shown in Hgures 1, 2 and 3 or 

10 it can be swung over to rest on the horizontal 
frame 6 so as to form a table as shown in 
dott^ lines in Figures 1 and 2, the user 
reversing his position on the chair accord- 
ing as to whether he requires a backrest or 

16 a table, the shaping of the back legs and 
back frame being such as to provide ade- 
quate room for the knees of the user when 
facing the table. 

The chair seat 3 may be formed of any 

20 suitable material adapted to be fixed to the 
seat frame 2 and the table 8 may be padded 
or upholstered on one side to provide a soft 
surface for the backrest and may be covered 
with plastic or other suitable material on 

25 the o&er side to form a table top. 

In a modification, the aforesaid horizontal 
frame 6 for supporting the table 8 may be 
dispensed wittu and the table may be hinged 
or pivoted in any suitable manner to the 

30 upper part of the back frame, so that it may 
hang freely behind the back frame when it 
is not required, but may be swung up into 
a substantially horizontal position when it 
is required for use, suitable stay members 

35 being jHpvided for retaining the table in 
such position during use, such stay members 
being in tiie form of pivoted hriks, ratchet 
members or other suitable devices which 
can be easily released when the latter is no 

40 longer reqiured. Alternatively, the (table 
may be detachably mounted, in which case it 
may be attached to the back frame of the 
chair by hook members in place of the 
aforesaid pivoted connections- 

45 It is to be understood, however, that the 
invention is not to be regarded as being 
limited to the particular arrangements herein- 
before described which are given purely by 
way of example^ and that while it is pre- 
50 ferred to construct the chair frame of metal 
tubing, this is not essential, since the inven- 
tion would be equally applicable to a chair 



frame formed of wood, plastic or other 
material 

WHAT I CLAIM IS:— 55 

1. A chair or seat comprising a member 
which is pivotally mounted on the back of 
the chair and which is swingable about a 
substantially horizontal axis so as to serve 
either as a back rest or as a table, means 60 
being provided for supporting said mem- 
ber when it is swung into the . table posi- 
tion. 

2. A chair or seat comprising a table 
member which is pivotally moimted on the 65 
back of the chair so as to be swin^ble 
about a substantially horizontal axis, means 
bdmg provided for supporting the table 
member wh^ in the horizontal position and 

for allowing the table member to be 70 
detached or to hang freely when it is not 
required for use. 

3. A chair or seat according to Claim 1, 
' wherein said member is pivoted to the upper 

part of the back frame of the seat or chair, 75 
said back frame being provided with a rear- 
wardly projecting part for ^iJporting or 
retaining said member when it is swung into 
the table position, said member being 
adapted to hang freely from its pivotal sup- 80 
port against the back frame when swung 
into the position to form a backrest. 

4. A chair or seat according to Claim 3, 
wherein the back frame and back legs are 
formed from two members which are bent 86 
towards one another at the seat position 

so as to provide adequate room for the 
knees of the user when focing the table: 

5. A chair or seat according to Claim 3, 
wherein said rearwardly projecting part com- 90 
prises a substantiaDy U-shaped frame 
secured to the upper end of the back frame 

of the chair. 

6. A chair or seat according to Claim 2, 
wherein said retaining means comprises a' 95 
set of pivoted links, ratchet members or 
other stay or hook devices mounted on the 
back frame or table. 

7. A" chair or seat, constructed and 
arranged substantially as described with 100 
reference to the accompanying drawings.

This invention relates to chairs, seats and 
the like and has for its main object to pro- 
vide an improved form of chair or seat which 



is suitable for domestic or commercial use, 
or for use in cafes, restaurants, clubs and 110 
other places where the user of the chair or 
seat is likely to require table facilities. 

The iuvention accordingly consists in a 
chair or seat wherein the back thereof is 
provided with a pivotally mounted member 11& 
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which is adapted to form a backrest but 
which is swingable into a substantially hori- 
zontal position so as to form a table. 

According to the preferred arrangement, 
5 the aforesaid member is pivoted to the upper 
part of the back frame of the seat or chair, 
said back frame being provided with a rear- 
wardly projecting part for supporting or 
retaining said member when it is swung 
10 into the table position, said member being 
adapted to hang freely from its pivotal sup- 
port when swung into the position to form 
the backresL 

The invention also consists in a chair or 
15 seat comprising a table member which is 
pivotally or detachably mounted on the 
back of the chair so as to be swingable about 
a substantially horizontal axis, collapsible 
retaining means being provided for sup- 

-20 porting the table member when in the hori- 
zontal position, and for allowing the table 
member to hang freely when it is not 
required for use. 

In carrying the invention into effect in 

. 25 one convenient manner. I construct the frame 
of my improved chair from metal tubing 
which is bent or otherwise shaped to form 
the legs^ seat and back frames. Conven- 
iently, the front legs and seat frame are 

-30 formed from one piece of tubing, the centre 
part of which is bent into a U or V shaped 
part to support the seat, ihe end parts of the 
arm being bent downwardly to form the 
front legs. Alternatively, this part of the 

•36 structure may be formed of two or more 
pieces of tubing bolted or otherwise secured 
together. The back legs and back frame are 
formed- from two pieces of tubing each, of 
which is bent at the position where it crosses 

• 40 the seat frame thus forming two oppositely 

bent members, the lower parts of which 
form the back legs and the upper parts of 
which form the back frame, the two legs 
diverging from one another from the seat 
46 frame to the ground level, and the two arms 
divergmg from one another from the seat to 
the upper end of the back frame, the two 
members being so arranged as to pass inside 
the seat frame and to be secured- to the rear 

• 50 part of the latter by any suitable means. 

The upper ends of the arms forming the 
back frame are held apart by a horizontal 
frame formed by a U shaped tubular mem- 
ber the ends of which are welded or other- 
-55 wise secured to the upper ends of the arms 



forming the back frame so that this hori- 
zontal frame projects rearwardly from the 
back frame and forms a support for a table. ' 
This table takes the form of a flat rectan- * 
guiar member which is pivoted about one 60 
edge to the upper ends of the back frame so 
that it is free to swing about a horizontal axis 
and so that it can either hang freely from 
its pivots against the back frame so as to 
form a bacla^est or it can be swung over to . 66'- 
rest on the horizontal frame so as to form 
a table, the user reversing his position on " 
the chair according as to whether he requires 
a backrest or a table, the shaping of the back 
legs and back frame being such as to provide. '70 
adequate room for the knees of the user, 
when facing the table. 

The chair seat may be formed of any 
suitable material adapted to be fixed to the 
seat frame and the table may be padded or 75 
upholstered on one side to provide a soft- 
surface for the backrest and may be covered 
with plastic or . other suitable material on 
the otiier side to form a table top. 

In a modification, the aforesaid horizontal 80 
frame for supporting the table may be- dis- ■ 
pensed with, . and the table may be hinged 
or pivoted in any suitable manner ta. the 
upper part of the back frame, so that it may 
hang freely behind the back frame when it 85 
is not required, but may be swung np into 
a substantially horizontal position when it is 
required fornse, suitable stay members bdng 
provided for retaining the table in such posi^ 
tion during use, such stay members being In 90 
the form of pivoted links, ratchet members 
or other suitable devices which can be easily 
releiased when the latter is no longer * 
required. Alternatively, the table may be 
detachably mounted, in which case it may be 96 
attached to the back frame of the chair by 
hook members in place of the aforesaid 
pivoted connections. 

It is to be understood, however, that the 
invention is not to be regarded as being 100 
limited to the particular anangenients here- 
inbefore described which are given purely by 
way of example, and that while it is pre- 
ferred, to construct the chair frame of metal 
tubing, this is not essential^ since the inven- 10^ 
tion would be equally applicable to a cxhair 
frame formed of wood, plastic or other 
material.
